A SHERMAN VICTORY.

Cotumsus, O., April 28.—John Sherman, 
according to the story of his friends, has won 
a bloodless victory in Ohio. That is to say, 
the State Convention which met in Columbus 
to-day, acting to all appearances with the 
utmost harmony, has indorsed him as 
aj Presidential candidate. While all this 
is.true, however, those persons who imagine 
that this result was brought about by any 
power which Mr. Sherman may have over 
the affections of the masses of Republican 
voters of Ohio are woefully mistaken. John 
; Sherman’s victory it was. His indorsement 


. without serious discussion was due entirely 


to the good sense of his personal 
representatives in Columbus, who knew ex- 
actly how far they could proceed with safety, 
and who proceeded no further. As has al- 
ready been announced in these dispatches,. 
there has from the first been a certain 
element here which clamored not only 
for a resolution instructing all the 
Ohio delegates to the National Convention 
to vote first and last for John Sherman, but 
which also demanded the incorporation in 
the platform of planks 
DENOUNCING A THIED TERM 

as contrary to the spirit of American institu- 
tions, and declaring it was the duty of 
the Chicago Convention to nominate for 
the Presidency a man whose record 
need not be explained or defended. Of 
course these resolutions, if they meant any- 
thing, were intended as a reflection upon 
Gen. Grant and Senator Blaine. Had they 
been presented to the Convention, as was 
urged by many of the delegates, 
the meeting would not have been 
the tame and tranquil one which 
to-day carried out the Sherman pro- 
gram.

Tue social ostracism of the colored cadets 
at West Point was pointedly illustrated yester- 
day in the testimony elicited from Cadet Turner, 
who said he never spoke to Whittaker because 
he didn’t care to associate with him. It is un- 
derstood among the cadets that they are not to 
associate with him except when duty requires.“ 
Furthermore, should he fraternize with the col- 
ored man, said the witness, it “ would affect his 
own popularity.” While Gen. Schofield, wno 
also had the stand, testified that this cadet was 
“under the special protection of the military 
authorities,“ and“ was the one cadet not to be 

because of his isolated posi- 
tion,” the fact, no doubt, will re- 
main and be more clearly brought to 
light as the examination proceeds, that, while 
overt acts of abuse were not common and were 
not permitted, there was something far more in- 
sulting than physical manifestations displayed 
toward the unfortunate young man of color. 
The cadets themselves know the motives for 
their treatment of associates, and, while the 
rules of the institution may not countenance 
their acts, they are enabled to heap them upon 
the object of their dislike. The evidence of 
white cadets and black cadets concurs on this 
point, no matter how much Gen. Schofield and 
Recorder Sears may gloss tho matter over upon 
the high ground that the colored students there 
are under the direct and special protection of 
the military authorities.

York railroad combination. 

Mr. Hurd, a Democratic member of Con- 
gress from Toledo, O., lately introduced a 
bill prohibiting the carriage of any grain, 
goods, wares, merchandise, or other freight 
between any point in the United States to 
any other point in the United States when 
such transportation was for any part of the 
distance through Canada! This prohibition 
extends , and includes all imported goods 
sent in s-aled cars from any of the Eastern 
ports to Western cities, in bond, over any of 
the routes passing through Canada. The 
Canadian roa@s thus prohibited from doing 
business with the United States are the Great 
Western, the Canada Southern, and the Grand 
Trunk Railways. 

It will be seen that the object and purpose 
of the act is twofold: to perpetuate and 
strengthen the New York railway monopoly, 
and, secondly, to destroy the importation- 
in-bond business. The whole New York 
trade and the New York Custom-House and 
the Treasury Department have always stren- 
uously opposed the direet importation by the 
Western cities, and the shipment of imported 
goods in sealed cars to Western cities has 
always been opposed. Hurd’s bill was orig- 
inally limited to the transportation of any 
goods to or from any part of the country to 
another through Canada, but so soon as this 
bill got before the Democratic Committee of 
Ways and Means it was referred toa sub- 
committee of which Fernando Wood was 
made Chairman, and that individual imme- 
diately produced a written report in the form 
of anew bill prohibiting even the transpor- 
tation of imported merchandise from New 
York or Boston to Chicago in sealed cars 
through Canada. The joint attorneys of the 
railroads and the New York importers, and 
of the Wall street gamblers in railroad 
stocks, have thrust this bill before the coun- 
try. It is to be hoped that the sentiment of 
the people will stamp all the agents in this 
dishonest eme with the condemnation 
they deserve. 

The pretext given for this scheme is that 
Canada has at some time issued orders pro- 
hibiting the transportation of diseased cattle 
from the United States through that country. 
The fact that cattle afflicted with pleuro- 
pneumonia have been prohibited is not a 
very serious breach of international comity. 
Such cattle would not be permitted to be 
brought into this country; and, indeed, cat- 
tle afflicted in that manner are not permitted 
to be taken from one State to another of 
this country. But the prohibition of diseased 
cattle and hogs furnishes no justification for 
the prohibition of dry goods, groceries, steel 
rails, salt, or other merchandise. Must the 
whole American people be denied the privi- 
lege of having boots and shoes, cotton and 
woolen manufactures, and other merchan- 
dise transported in cars from New England 
over the Canadian railways because the 
Canadian Government excludes diseased hogs 
and cattle? Why not exclude passengers 
also ? 

We print this morning the latest regula- 
tions of the Canadian Government upon the 
subject of moving American cattle and hogs 
from one point in this country to another 
over the Canadian railways. We print the 
regulations, which are twofold: First, there 
is a quarantine established at all the Cana- 
dian seaports for the inspection of all cattle, 
sheep, and hogs imported from Europe. Sec- 
ond, a like inspection offal! cattle and hogs 
taken into Canada from this country to be 
transported in bond to some other part of the 
United States, the same to be declared free 
of uisease before being allowed to proceed, 
and subjected to all the precautions against 
disease or the spreading of disease that the 
circumstances may suggest. The prohibi- 
tions apply both to cattle imported from 
Europe as well as to those taken into Cana- 
da from the United States. The regulations 
are substantially the same, and the prohibi- 
tions of transportation apply exclusively to 
diseased cattle and hogs. Healthy cattle and 
hogs, beyond being subjected to inspection, 
can pass through Canada in bond as freely 
as they can pass from Toledo to New York. 

The bill and the report concocted by Fer- 
nando Wood is a fraudulent scheme to cover 
up dishonesty; it is an abuse of the powers 
and machinery of legislation to promote 
stock-jobbing and other corrupt measures, 
and to strengthen the extortions which the 
railroad combination have practiced upon 
the producers. 

In his report, Fernando Wood writes that 
the Grand Trunk Railroad, one of the lines 
affected by this bill, has not afforded any 
such competition with American roads as 
will render its exclusion of any concern. 
The Grand Trunk line has not had a direct 
connection with Chicago for more thaif ten 
days. It has been able to move but a few 
trains from this city up to this time. It is 
just entering upon a traffic which will en- 
able it to transport grain and merchandise 
from Chicago and the Northwest gen- 
erally through Canada to ll parts of 
New England, and to do this success- 
fully in competition with the New York 
roads. The passage of this Fernando Wood 
bill will prohibit practically that road doing 
any business. It will prohibit it moving a 
bushel of grain or a barrel of flour from 
the West to any part of the United States 
east of the Detroit River. It will deprive the 
people of Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Lilinois, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Dakota, and Missouri-of the benefits of one 
of the great trunk lines directly extending 
to New England. 

It is a disgrace to the American Congress 
and to the leading Committee of the House 
of Representatives that such a bill, concocted 
so notoriously for dishonest purposes, should 
have been fathered by a man holding the post 
of Chairman of that Committee. Should the 
bill ever reach the House, that body should 
vindicate its own honor by instantly reject-

AN EX-COLORED CADET VS. GEN. SHER- 


Gen. Sherman gets very hot about the 
Whittaker case. Remembering Gen. Boyn- 
ton, the journalist who has given him so 
much trouble, he denounces the newspapers 
vigorously, declaring that they “ print nine- 
ty-nine lies to one truth,” and that their crit- 
icisms of the West Point administration are 
“unwarranted and indefensible.““ The Gen- 
eral claims to hold a position of judicial 
equipoise, and he is always funny when he 
is disinterested. Itis just about as easy for 
Gen. Sherman to consider a question judi- 
clally as for a bystander not to take sides 
in a dog-fight. He sees only one side of a 
question, and stares so intently at it that to 
all other sides he is as blind as a bat, and if 
anybody has the audacity to see the other 
side he settles the case by calling him a 
“liar.” Ninety-nine newspapers out of a 
hundred have denounced the whole conduct 
of the West Point administration touching 


a hundred the press “lies.” Gen. Sherman 
relies imphcitly upon the “honor” of the 
West-Pointer, whether cadet or officer. He 
forgets that at the outbreak of the late War 
treason to the flag was common among West 
Point graduates, both in and out of the army. 
while in the rank and file not one traitor was 
found! It does not necessarily make a boy 
honorable to send him to any college; and 
the theory adopted at West Point by its com- 
mandant and his sibordinates, that the man 
charged with a vile crime will confess it, if 
guilty, when required to do so, provided he 


happens to be a West Point cadet placed 


upon his honor, is very absurd. In advan- 
cing this theory, and acquitting the cadets of 
suspicion on the ground of their denial, the 
officers of West Point have laid themselves 
open to the suspicion of utter bad faith in 
the investigation. In subscribing to this 
ridiculous theory at the outset Gen. Schofield 
gave notice to the country that the Court of 
Inquiry would not allow the outrage of 
which Whittaker was the victim to rest 
upon the cadets of the institution; and 


in making the announcement he drew upon | 


himself the deserved contempt of his audi- 
ence, which comprised the whole country. 
In taking this view of the case the press is 


entitled to neither praise nor blame, since its 


discussion of the subject is merely an echo of 
public sentiment. Gen. Sherman’s effort to 
show that there is no color prejudice in the 
army because he shook hands with Flipper, 
the first colored graduate, is very weak. His 
inference therefrom that, because there is (as 
alleged) no color prejudice in the army it 
follows that there is none at West Point, is 
flatly negatived by the undisputed fact that 
colored cadets have been systematically and 
universally ostracised, socially, in that insti- 
tution from the start. Cadet Andrus admit- 
ted “on his honor” that he protested against 
Whittaker’s “falling in” alongside him, and 
warned him to “stop it.“ But we have bet- 
ter evidence on this point. The late colored 
cadet Napier has given the public some 
leaves from his note-book of experiences at 
the institution which Gen. Sherman affirms 
is free from color prejudice. According to 
Napier, the , difficulties of the col- 
oredjfcadet did not end with social 
ostracism. At the mess-table he was 
referred to playfully as the d— d nigger” 
and the d— d moke.” Napier says when 
recreating he and his colored friend Smith 
upon meeting the “honorable” white cadets 
were treated to expressions of this sort:

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

Tre TRIBUNE has received a circular from 
the International Literary Association, which 
has an office in Paris, requesting an ex- 
pression of opinion on the subject of inter- 
national copyright. All the leading news- 
papers in America have been favored in the 
same way. A good Gal can be said on both 

des of this question; and, as the Interna- 

al Literary Association will. probably 
hear most from the journals in entire sym- 
pathy with its views, Taz Tumors will 
undertake to state some of the objections to 
international copyright which are commonly 
entertained in this country. 

The Association repeats and adopts the 
cardinal principle of the Paris Congress of 
1878 that “intellectual property is as sacred 
and as much to be respected as all 
other property.” This is, indeed, the 
logical basis of all demands for inter- 
national copyright. But as a principle 
it is not sound. “Intellectual property,” 
in fact and practice, is not “as sacred as 
other property.“ The reasons why it is not 
so are very plain. Intellectual property is 
not tangible, not transferable, and scarcely 
definable. It is not likely that any six mem- 
bers of the International Association can 
agree upon a definition of it that will be sat- 
isfactory to a majority of that body. Proper- 
ty is something that a man owns by right of 


purchase, gift, inheritance, or labor. It is a 


material thing, or the representative of a 
thing, or the usufruct derived from a thing. 
It must be capable of description and identi- 
fication. It is something that can be sold, or 
given away, or bequeathed, and retain its 
original qualities without regard to owner- 
ship. The phrase “intellectual property“ is 
almost a contradiction in terms. For, ac- 
cording to the terms of the proposition, the 
chief rights of ownership must arise 
after the thing referred to has been 
published and sold, or, im other words, 
made common property. True Intellectual 
property,” if any such exists, must be the 
product of the intellect before it has been 
published or disposed of to the public. The 
right to a perpetual proprietary interest in 
literary, musical, or artistic productions has 
never been recognized by any Government. 
Copyright of all kinds is limited. The pub- 
lic good and the interests of the many have 
been so far consulted that at the expiring of 
a period, longer or shorter, according to cir- 
cumstances, the works of any author may be 
reprinted by anybody. Hence the property- 
rights of authors in their productions after 
publication are denied by the very laws 
which give them limited protection. 

No argument can be advanced in favor of 
international copyright as a right which can- 
not be urged with equal force in favor of 
perpetual copyright. If intellectual prop- 
erty were indeed “ property,” as we under- 
stand the word, descendants of Shakspeare 
might now be enjoying a monopoly of the 
sale of his immortal plays, and the Laws of 
Moses might be accessible only in a gilt 
edged edition at the circulating libraries. 

The encouragement of authors is a legiti- 
mate and useful function of Government. 
But the promotion of the public good is in- 
comparably a greater and higher duty. As 
considerations of the public good have limit- 
ed the duration of copyright, so they may 
avail to limit the scope of copyright. Expe- 
diency and national interest are, therefore, 
proper motives to urge in a discussion of this 
question, 

It would clearly not be for the interest of 
the people of the United States to tax them- 
selves heavily for the benefit of a few foreign 
authors. This country has the largest read- 
ing population in the world. It produces less 
high-class reading matter than several nations 


lie- insuranos companies in the past. In short, 


— It would out off a large propor- 
tion of American readers from all the cur- 


tion, improvement, and instruction would be 
terribly burdened. The usefulness of the 
greatest minds of Europe would itself be re- 
stricted by the greediness of their legal rep- 
resentatives, while they themselves in too 
many instances would derive little or no ad- 
vantage from the monopoly. 

International copyright would inflict a 
great wrong on American labor. Itis true 
that some of the wealthy publishers in the 
Eastern States have joined in this move- 
ment, but they have done so from purely 
selfish motives, preferring to pay a large sum 
to foreign authors rather than suffer the 
competition of small publishers and cheap 
editions in the Western States. The pub- 
lishers, as a class, and the print 
ers, proof-readers, type-founders, book- 
binders, and paper-makers would suf- 
fer by the concentration of a shrunken busi- 
ness in a few hands. The “sacred intellectual 
rights” of authors would be in effect pre- 
texts for giving half-a-dozen firms in Boston, 
New York, and Philadelphia a monopoly of 
the foreign publishing business. These firms 
would enjoy their exchisive privileges by vir- 
tue of a high tariff on books which denies 
the rights of authors to an open market in 
the United States. So the American Govern- 
ment would affirm the right of authors in the 
intangible ideas of which their books might 
be composed, but deny their right to intro- 
duce the material expression of those ideas— 
or the books themselves—on equal terms into 
the United States. This would be making | 
intellectual property more sacred than 
material property,—a distinction which 
neither the practice of mankind nor the con- 
venience of the public would seem to justify. 
The practical effect of this distinction would 
be to increase enormously the price of all 
foreign books in the United States, to abol- 
ish cheap editions and limit production, and 
eventually to cramp very seriously what is 
now one of the most flourishing industries 
of this country. 

Tue Trrsune would not be understood as 
arguing that foreign authors should have no 
encouragement. Whatever’ protection they 
can get at home they fully deserve, What- 
ever price they can obtain from American 
publishers for advance sheets of their writ- 
ings—and in many instances the sums so paid 
have been large—they are more than wel- 
come to. Tae Trisune does not even hold 
that at no time and under no circumstances 
can international copyright be deemed feasi- 
ble or desirable. A century hence the 
American reading public might not be 
harmed by it, and when it ean be conceded 
without detriment to general intelligence 
and universal education it will be time 
enough to grant a European copyright and 
enter upon an era of dear books and high- 
priced literature.. Itis due to the Interna- 
tional Literary Association that it should be 
informed of some of the objections to its 
scheme which are widely entertained in the

LIFE-INSUBANCE LEGISLATION. 

The Ohio Legislature has recently passed a 
bill bringing the institutions known as “ Codper- 
ative Insurance Societies under State super- 
vision and control. Heretofore, in that State, 
as in other portions of the West, the societies in 
question have claimed a right to do a life-insur- 
ance business without conforming to the legal 
restrictions imposed upon the old line com- 
panies, These latter have been compelled in 
Ohio, and all the other States in the Union, to 
make sworn annual reports of the condition of 
their affairs, submit to actuarial inspection, 
and otherwise furnish the public with official 
knowledge of their business and financial stand- 
ing. Butnosuch safeguards for the benefit of 
cooperative insurance societies’ policyholders 
have hitherto been known in the West, although 
in several of the Bastern States these alleged 
life-insurance companies have been brought 
more or less under official supervision. The 
standard claim of these concerns that they are 
* benevolent societies,” and so ought to be ex- 
empted from the action of the Insurance laws, 
does not seem to have finally counted for much 
with the Onio legislators, fér the bill bringing 
them within the domain of the State Commis- 
sioner’s scrutiny was passed by the House by 
a vote of 78 to 8. 

A measure of similar nature would be an ad- 
vantage to Illinois. Any society or company 
professing to do a life-insurance business ought 
to be subject to the Insurance laws of the State. 
The claim that the cofperatives are “ benevo-~- 
lent societies is a feeble demurrer, especially 
as every one of them has its solicitors out seek- 
ing business, and hawking the superior advan- 
tages of running life-insurance without any of 
the well-tried and necessary features of mortali- 
ty-tables, reserves, surplus, or assets. It is 
wholly outside the realms of reason or logic to 
insist that real life-insyrance companies, with 
their years of experience and success, responsi- 
ble management, and great wealth, should be 
surrounded by legal restrictions in every State 
in the Union, while concerns whose system is 
disapproved by all competent financial writers, 
actuaries, and insurance students in Europe and 
America should be aliowed to dodge official in- 
spection, and run their brief, disastrous course 
unhindered by law. The old companies are glad 
to prove to their policyholders that wise, honest 
management prevails, and do not protest at any 
legislation which shall tend to satisfy the public. 
The assessment, or so-called “ codperative,”’ 
societies certainly cannot complain at being 
asked to do no more than has been demanded of

In order to prevent the danger of conta- 
gion or infection .resulting from the overcrowd- 
ing or overloading of animals on board ships in 
any port in Canada, the Inspector shall not per- 
mit cattle or other animals to be laden on board 
any — in such port until he shall be satisfied 
that suitable space and provision hus been made 
for the number of cattle or other animals to be 
shipped on board such vessel, and that a greater 
number of animals shall not be shipped than 
such ship can safely and properly mong 4 and 
such Inspector shall not grant a clean bill of 
health to such ship until all such provisions as 
aforesaid shall be made to his satisfaction. 

27. The Collector of Customs of any port 
where such inspection as aforesaid is adopted 
and required shall not give a clearance to any 
ship baving cattie or other animals on board for

REDUCTION OF CANAL TOLLS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MONTREAL, April 28.—A meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held this afternoon, at 
which there was a large attendance, includ- 
ing members of the Harbor Commission and 
Corn Exchange. The meeting was called for 
the purpose of receiving a report from the 
Committee that lately visited Ottawa on the 
subject of a reduction of the River 
St. Lawrence and canal tolls. The 
greatest interest was manif@ted in 
the proceedings, which occupied fully 
— ours The President, Mr. Hensha w, 
commenced by calling attention to the fact 
that the meeting had been called for the dis- 
cussion of probably the most important ques- 
tion which had yet been brought under the 
attention of the Board of Trade. Never be- 
fore had the port of Montreal occasion to 
call upon the Government to advance a single 
penny in furtherance of its interest, but now 
it was time they should come to their relief. 
If the Government could afford to throw away 
millions of dollars on the Rocky Mountains, 
he did not see why some should not be 
spent upon the St. Lawrence River. They 
had an example very recently when a Min- 
istry had melted .away like the dew. of the 
morning under the influence of popular opin- 
jon, and Sir John.A. Macdonald should be- 
ware of asimilar event in Canada, for the 
making a free port of Montreal was a matter 
of vital interest to the country. He said the 
Government had the key of the position in 
their hands, and he hoped that they would 
unlock the door and set the navigation of the 
St. Lawrence free. The deepening of Lake St. 


Peter was a national undertaking, and should 
| be assumed by the country. 


The delegation 
had laid the facts and figures before the 
Government, and he (Mr. Henshaw) had no 
doubt whatever, from the answer of Sir 
Charles Tupper, that the Government intend- 
ed to grant the relief asked for, and that on 
the Ist of May a notice would appear abolish- 
ing tonnage-dues on sailing-ships in the St. 
Lawrence, and on barges in the inland 
waters. Mr. Henshaw referred to the sup- 
port which had been given to their demands 
by Western merchants in Toronto, 
St. Catharines, and other places, there- 
by showing the movement was 
not in the interest of Montreal alone, 
but of the Dominion.

The country 
barely gets enough from the works to keep 
them in order. e fact is that the Canadian 
canals have to compete with the American 
and Grand Trunk Railways, which keep 
their charges just low enough to prevent 
any great increase of traffic by the St. Law- 
rence water-ways. If the tolls were abolished 
on Canadian canals, it is quite probable that 
rates would be made lower by e competing 
lines of railway. A small reduction on 
freights would suffice to overcome the new 
inducement that our canals could offer if 
tolls were done away with. It is said that 
the completion of the improvements of our 
canals will enable traffic to be done at rates 
which the railways cannot compete against. 
Perhaps no trade would be gained in the 
meantime by the proposed abolition of tolls. 
On this point it seems impossible to speak 
with certainty.

Orrawa, April 28.—The London (England) 
dispatch concerning a Canadian militia re- 
serve of 10,000 men for Imperial service in 
case of war, is, if notquite a mistake, at least 
premature. There is no present need of such 
a force. It is asked, Whence are the 10,000 
men to be drawn? How are they to be or- 
ganized, drilled, and paid? Who isto bear 
the expense of their maintenance in the 
Dominion or abroad? If the Government of 
Canada has taken part in arranging for the 
establishment of such a reserve, the country 
should be put in possession of the particulars 
atorce. The existence of such an army re- 
serve in Canada would give rise to many 
difficult questions. The cablegram is prob- 
ably a canard, but the Government will un- 
doubtedly be asked for explanations. 

The Minister of the Interior announces 
that in future all payments to the Northwest 
Mounted Police, Government employés, and 
Indians will be made in $1 bills. This will 
simplify matters for the Indians a good deal, 
as well as put a good deal of National cur- 
rency into circulation in the Northwest. 

A deputation from Quebec had an inter- 
view with Sir Charles Tupper. They ask 
the Government to set apart from out of the 
annual grant for immigration and coloniza- 
tion the sum of $80,000 for twenty years, to 
be applied towards guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of interest on the railway company’s 
debentures to the extent of $2,000,000, to be 
issued at the rate of $12,5C0 per mile of the 
road completed, and redeemable in twenty 
years.

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THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


The New Building Will Be Occu- 


pied in a Few Days, 


A Description of the Interior of 
: This Fine Structure. 


The Rooms Assigned to the Various Fed- 
eral Officers. | 


Within a few days, for the first time in 
many years, Uncle Sam's public officers wil] 
be all sheltered under one roof. The new 
building on the block bounded by Adams, 
Olark, Jackson, and Dearborn streets is now 
so far advanced that temporary quarters 
have been prepared for all the Federal of- 
cials in the city. The work of moving was 
begun Monday, and will be nearly completed 
by the end of next week. Although all are 
accommodated, and the rooms are sufficient- 
ly under way to be occupied, there is still 
much to be done, and the final touches will 
not have been put on for a year yet. The 
building is still far from completion, and 
the present move is mainly made to 
save the Government high rents 
and new leases. For the present the 
offices of the Post-Office will remain in their 
cramped quartersin the basement, but all 
the other offices are permanently located, 
subject to constant annoyance from the fin- 
ishing work going on about them. 

THE OFFICES ABOVE THE GROUND FLOOR, 
which will be entirely used by the Post-Of- 
fice, are on the outside of a large inner 
court, whose dimensions are 170x838 feet. The 
building itself is 303x210 feet over all, the 
porticos on the north and south sides having 
a frontage of 90 feet, and on the east and 
west sides of 117 feet. For the present, the 
only entrance will be by the large door in 
the south portico, from Jackson street, but, 
when completed, the building will be entered 
by broad flights of stone steps opening on to 
the portico facing each of the four streets. 
Access to the upper stories will also be tem- 
porarily confined to the south end. A flight 
of iron stairs nine feet broad leads to an en- 
tresol floor, and thence branch by half- 
stories to the top. For the present there will 
— be one passenger elevator, which is im- 
mediately to the right of 77 entrance. 
The steps will be laid with wood, but will be 
filled in with Minton tiles as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The hand-rail and screen work are 
iron, of an elaborate design, while at the 
landings are placed large stands for upright 
lights. The stairs 7 immediately on a 
broad corridor which leads to the 
corner rooms and to long cor- 
ridors runn north and south, from 
which the suites of rooms open. the 
corridors and public passage-ways are laid 
with slate and marble tiles. These corridors 
are admirably lighted by eleven double win- 


dows fronting on the court-yard. These cor- 
ridors run all around the building, but for 
the present. the north corridor will be par- 
tioned off to allow of thé completion of the 
stairs at thatend and the carrying of ma- 
terial used in the work of completion. 
ON THE SECOND FLOOR

To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 
CHICAGO, April 27.—The destruction occasioned 
by tornadoes and cyclones in the West and South 
suggests the necessity of those living in districts 
liable to these sudden visitations taking some 
precaution against them.

THE SCHOONER STAMPEDE. 

In a letter to Messers. Atkins & Beckwith, from 
Sheboygan, asking for one or both of their 
pumps, Capt. Blackburn says that the Milwaukee 
steam-pumps reduced the water in the schooner 
Stampede only one foot, and after that were 
barely able to hold theirown.

FROM LAKE- SUPERIOR. 

Yesterday Mr. Joseph Austrian received a tele- 
gram from John Treleuse, agent of the Lake 
Michigan & Lake Superior Transportation Com- 
pany at Houghton, to the effect that the iron 
steamer Ivanhoe andatug had bucked ice in 
Portage Lake for two days unsuccessfully.

DEATH OF LOUIS SHICKLUNA. 
St. Catharines Journal, April 24. 

It is our melancholy duty to-day to chronicle 
the death of a man who has. been intimately as- 
sociated with the past and present commercial 
history of St. Catharines. Louis Shickluna was 
a native of the Island of Malta, and came to St. 
Catharines when this place was almost in em- 
bryo. He established here the first shipbuild- 
ing establishment, and thus laid the foundation 
for some of the prosperity and growth of the 
city. His pluck, perseverance, and ability were 
very groat, and no obstacies seemed too great 
forbim to surmount.

When the gale struck her she 
commenced drifting toward the beach, and when 
she struck she rested on a flat bottom. Instead 
of pounding, however, the water raised her up 
as she filled. Capt. Conkey then discovered that 
the pumps could be used with some effect, and 
they were accordingly resorted to. They first 
lightered the vessel by throwing overboard her 
deck-load of lumber, and then workkd vigor- 
ously at the pumps. Suddenly the wind shifted 
from east to northeast, and, bethinking him- 
self & lucky expedient, Capt. Conkey hoisted 
sail and the wind carried the McGruder off the 
reef. Inthe meantime the signals of distress 
which had been raised had been seen by the 
8 e at the life-saving station, and Capt. 
jah and his ill-starred crew immediately put 
out in their surf boat to aid the crew of the 
cow. At this time the water was so cold that 
it formed ice. Capt. Conkey says he watched 
the surf men struggling in the water for four 
hours, and saw them as they became exhausted 
and dropped one by one from their capsized 
boat into the lake. The gallant fellows never 
thought of turning back and died seeking to 
reach the disabied vessel.

Gen. Hancock on the Subject, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—The Secre-

go, N. T.; Madison Barracks, Sackett’s Har- 

bor, N. X.; and Plattsburg Barracks, N. . 

Accompanying Gen. Hancock's communica- 

tion are plans and estimates for the construe- 

tion of buildings at Forts Brady, Niagara, 
and Montgomery. These are approved by 
the General of the Army, and it is requested 
that Congress appropriate a sufficient sum to 
cover the estimates.

Since my views in this matter are desired, 
1 have to state that they coincide substantial- 
ly with those of the General of the Army in 
regard to the permanent retention of Fort 
Brady, Sault Ste. Marie, Mich. ; Fort Wayne, 
near Detroit, Mich.; Fort Niagara, N. X.; 
and Fort Montgomery, Rouse’s Poin | ep 
with quarters for the troops indicated by the 
General of the Army in his letters, above re- 
ferred to, to the honorable Secretary of War. 
Those four posts, when the contemplated 
additional barracks and quartets shall have 
been erected thereat, would furnish the ac-

N. V., and Plattsburg Barracks, N. V., | 
have to state as follows: Fort Mackinac has 
good barracks and quarters for two com- 
panies, which usually form the garrison of 
that post, and has also been of value hereto- 
fore asasahitariam for troops sent there 
from unhealthy stations, but it has no sub- 
stantial military value, for the reason that it 
is situated too distant from the great chan- 
nel through the Straits to command it by my 
guns now in use.

e Grand Trunk Railroad Company, and the 

rtial surrounding of the post by the City of 
ort Huron and the bees of Fort Gratiot) 
that the post should be abandoned, and that 
the lighthouse grounds on a point on the 
lake, about three-fourths of a mile above, 
which were then about to be sold, should be 
retained by the Government for the location of 
a work in case one should ever be required 
there. A fort at that point, nearly — 
Sarnia, on the Canadian side of the river, 
would closely command the inlet of Lake 
Huron to the St. Clair River, and would now 
be much more advantageous for the defense 
of that inlet than the present site of Fort 
Gratiot. Thé lighthouse grounds have since 
been sold, however, and, if occupied by the 
United States hereafter in time of war, it 
would entail the destruction of the private 
property nowon them; but itis no longer 
necessary to retain the present site.

shall be elected by the Conferences, or, as 
now and heretofore, appointed outright by 
the Bishops,—which has with vary for- 
tunes been up for eighty years,—will not 
have much of a hearing. Lately the Church 
has been in 2 Bee sang <r oscillation, and 
it is in no way certain that, far as it swung 
in that direction at the last Conference, it has 
yet reached the maximum. Some indeed 
think they see public signs of a return to the 
historic position. A month or even five 
weeks from now, the keen-eyed world will 
be better prepared to judge. This much is 
certain: there seems little reason to look for 
any serious change in the mode of appoint- 
ing Presiding Elders while they form at least 
two-thirds of the clerical members of the 
body that must make the change. And yet 
the ground-swell of sentiment that broke 
down the old Council project in 1791 may be 
repeated, and even at no distant day. 
he probability is, that 
FOUR OR SIX NEW BISHOPS 

will be elected at this Conference. The 
names of parties favorably mentioned would 
indicate that at least a hundred could be 
chosen without exhausting the material. 
After Foss, Hurst, Warren, Fowler, Malla- 
lieu, and others East, and Hatfield, Walden, 
Ninde, Fuller, and a dozen others West, 
there are some, not now so often named, 
that may, about the 16th of May show a sup- 
ort that will be a surprise. In this list let 

yr. J. II. Vincent be noted: then don't for- 
get Dr. Reid, — both well known in the North- 
west, — the latter as the recognized leader of 
the Sunday- school work of the land, and the 
other formerly as editor of the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate, and latterly as Mission- 
ary Secretary. Another in this list is Dr. 
Kynett, of the Upper Iowa Conference, and 
now Secretary of the Board of Church Ex- 
tension. 

There are about twenty-two offices in the 
gift of the Conference, besides the Episco- 
pacy, the various Boards of Managers, Fra- 
ternal Delegates, and Book and Missionary 
Committees,—making altogether rather a 
formidable array, and suggesting some rea- 
sonable apprehensions for the ability of 
the average delegate to avoid the 
curse of ylitico-ecclesiastical trading in 
electioneering. It is a sober question, well 
worthy of consideration, whether many of 
these offices might not more safely be filled 
by Local Boards.

ritain was more interested in this project than 

a othor nation in the world. 

r. Dickey said this question could not bea 
matter of indifference to Canada, affecting as it 
did Canadian commerce and the Province on the 
Pacific very seriously. He quoted from a report 
to the Ontario Legislature onthe Huron & On- 
tario Ship-Canal, showing that the adoption of 
the hydraulic lift-lock would enable the work to 
be done at a greatly reduced cost, and effect‘a 
great saving inthe working of the canal.

and towage, the competition with railways may 
be equalized. It is notorious that, when railways 
once get freight on board, it costs very little to 
carry it a short additional distance. e Grand 
Trunk is obliged to compete with the American 
railways, which have shown their ability to com- 
pete successfully with the canals, and to beat 
them in the race. The American canals are not 
wholly unprofitable, but they do not pay interest 
on the cost of their construction.

Trial of the Ex-Postmaster for Em- 
bezzlement, Etc. 


A Sudden Change in the Program—A 
Plea of Guilty. 


The Object Aimed at the Securing of a 
Pardon. 


He Will Not Be Called Up for Sentence 


Until June 1. 


The trial of John McArthur, Chicago’s 
ex-Postmaster, for alleged embezzlement of 
Post-Office funds, was begun Tuesday after- 
noon before Judge Blodgett and a jury in 
the United States District Court, the prose- 
cution being represented by District-Attor- 
ney Leake, and the defense by Emery A. 
Storrs. The opening addresses to the 
jury were brief and business-like,—par- 
ticularly that of Gen. Leake,—and considera- 
ble testimony, all documentary, was put in 
prior to the adjournment for the day. It 
consisted of certified statements from the 
Post-Office Department of McArthur’s ac- 
count at the time he went out of office, 
March 10, 1877.. From one of these it 
appeared that his general balance was 
$52,123, and his money-order balance, 
$8,244. A restatement of the account, 
made March 10, 1880, contained the following 
important correction: ‘Amount improperly 
claimed dy John McArthur on account of 
money orders alleged to have been paid, 
which amount has been transferred to the 
credit of F. W. Palmer, Postmaster, Chicago, 
$14,865.” ‘This made the whole indebtedness 
on account of money orders $23,109. 

THE NEXT BIT OF DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE 
was a certified copy from the Auditor of the 
Post-Office Department, under date of April 
12, 1880, of draft No. 2,127, dated April 17, 
1877, made by the Department on John Me- 
Arthur, late Postmaster, for $52,129. It was 
followed up by the production and reading of 


| a certified copy of the original letter of F. 


W. Palmer, dated July 12, 1877, to the Depart- 
ment in reference to these accounts. Mr. 
Palmer wrote that he returned the above- 
mentioned draft in his favor on McArthur, 
‘adding that on the 27th of June he had ad- 
dressed letters to him and his sureties, de- 
manding immediate payment, to which let- 
ters he had received no answers, either from 
McArthur or the sureties. Inclosed in the 
letter was a statement from one of the com- 
mercial agencies showing the pecuniary 
standing at that time of McArthur and the 
bondsmen. 

At this point the Court ordered an adjourn- 
ment forthe day, dismissing the jury with 
the usual caution, and impressing upon them 
the extra hazard of reading anything in the 
newspapers in regard to the case. 

The trial was resumed yesterday morning, 
and

he had certain offsets to the Government’s 
claim.

put his personal credit into the 
office to obtain currency with which 
torun it. He further explained that it was 
because of this personal credit which he had 
thrown into the office that he thought it no 
more than fair that the Government should 
help him out in his own matters. 

Did he say 2 about a deposit with 
the Cook County National Bank?“ asked Mr. 
Storrs. 

Gen. Leake said that from lack of time he 
proposed to offer no proof with reference to 
the deposit alleged in the sixth count—the 
deposit in the Cook County National Bank. 
At the proper time he should ask the Court 
to 8 a verdict of not guilty as to that 
coun 

The Court promptly directed a verdict then 
and there. 


the witness stated that MeArthur's offsets, as 
he explained them, consisted of the iron con- 
tract with the Government and his deposit in 
the Cook County National. 

J. Ek. STUART, 
Special Agent, testified to a conversation 
with MeArthur Feb. 26, 1877, in which the 
latter stated that his deficit, outside of the 
Cook County National Bank matter, was over 
$35,000. Witness had made it out a little 
over $39,000, and McArthur explained that 
there was some $4,100 inthe Home National 
Bank which he thought the Government 
could secure. McArthur further explained 
that, baving furnished money out of his own 
pocket to run the office, he had taken Gov- 
ernment — ** to assist him in his business 
as he thought he had a right to do. He ha 
taken it with the intention of replacing it, 
however, but had been unable to do so. 

On cross-examination, Witness stated that 
McArthur specified his offsets, as they have 
been previously referred to. 

GEORGE W. FULLER, 

Cashier of the Home Nationa] Bank, testified 
that McArthur deposited with the bank as 
Post-Office funds, May 22, 1873, $5,200, and 
May 24, $4,800. These funds, amounting to 
he $10,000, were subsequently transferred 
© McArthur’s own private account. He be- 
gan depositing again Jan. 16,1874, and closed 
his account March 10, 1875, depositing alto- 
gether $93,151. 

Mr. Storrs asked if the transfer was made 
with a check, and the witness thought not. 
Then Mr. Storrs wanted to know 
how it was that the funds could 
have been transferred on the books of 
the bank except through the medium of 
a check. The. witness couldn't say how it 
was, but he knew it was done. The Govern- 
ment, he admitted, had lately got a verdict 
against the bank for $24,000. 

On the redirect, witness stated that the 
Home National was never an authorized de- 
pository for public funds. 

Augustus L. Chetlain, ex-President of the 
Home National, corroborated Mr. Fuller. 
Mr. Storrs told him to come another day and 

cross-examined. . 

The Government, through Gen. Leake, 
rather surprised the audience by resting its 
case. 

Mr. Storrs was rather taken aback at the 
suddenness with which the prosecution had 
come to an end, and announced that his wit- 
nesses were not in court. He had desired to 
put on a number of witnesses on 

THE QUESTION OF CHARACTER. 

Gen. Leake said he would admit McAr- 
thur’s excellent character previous to this 
matter, and the court-room was a little 
amused when Mr. Storrs. put him on the 
stand, had him sworn, aud made him his 
witness on that subject. Gen. Chetlain was 
similarly pressed into service. 

GEN. M’ ARTHUR HIMSELF 


then took the stand and testified that he was 


Postmaster from Feb. 14, 1873, to March 10, 
1877. He had deposited those moneys, which 
he had been ordered to reserve as current 
expenses, <with the Home National. From 
$50,000 to 560,000 a month was required for 
this purpose. When the Assistant ‘Treasurer, 
Gen. Webster, was appointed here, witness, 
who had looked up the law, thought it re- 
quired him to deposit with that officer, though 
on further examination it seemed that the 
Sub-Treasury could only receive funds, and 
not do a general banking business by issuing 
checks to him when moneys were needed to 
run the office. He aecordingly wrote to 
Washington for instructions and got a re- 
ply, dated June 14, 1873, which Mr. Storrs 
proceeded to read. The reply was to the 
effect that all postal funds were to be depos- 
ited with the Assistant Treasurer, reserving a 
sufficient sum to meet current expenses. The 
reason for his choosing the Home National 
rather than some other bank was on the 
score of convenience.

iron provisions regarding the duties of Post- 
masters, and the penalty attending an in- 
fraction of those provisions. The law was 
made thus stringent, he said, for the purpose 
of enforcing the proper discharge of these 
public trusts in such a way that no question 
could be considered on the trial except 
whether or not the acts charged had been 
done, ‘The law in relation to all these funds 
was that they must be kept intact, and the 
officer in charge of them held strictly A. 75 
sible for them. After reading from an hio 
case, reported in the Seventeenth In- 
ternal Revenue Record,—The United States 
vs. . Everett H. Gilbert, Postmaster 
at Smithville, Wayne County, indicted 
forembezzlement,—Gen. Leake referred to the 
unpleasant duty in which he was placed,— 
the duty of presenting such a charge against 
a man with whom he had served in the War, 
and, to prove whose good character, an inad- 
vertent remark of his had brought him to the 
stand. That duty required him, however, to 
set the facts before the jury. If the money- 
order deficit was $8,244, the defendant’s en- 
tire deficiency was $60,000; if $23,109, the en- 
tire deficit was $75,000. In short, the whole 
case seemed so clear to him that he expected 
the jury to finda verdict of guilty on each 
count. 
MR. STORRS 

said the sudden termination of_ the case left 
him somewhat unprepared. The jury had 
discovered thatif there was anything rigo- 
rous and exacting it was the law as it had 
been laid down in this case. He 
then proceeded to show that the 
draft on McArthur for $52,000 contained 
an item of $21,000.—money deposited in the 
Home National. That $21,000 had since been 
allowed. In other words, it would have been 
a mistake on McArthur’s part to have paid 
that draft of $52,000. The statements of 
these Department officers were apt to be in- 
correct. Atleast here was one of them that 
was subject to a subsequent correction. 
Again, the Miller defalcation, first saddled on 
Palmer, had been set back three or four 
— and lodged on McArthur’s shoulders. 
ossibly it might get back in time to Col. 
Eastman or Frank Sherman. The substan- 
tial question in this case was, whether there 
had beens any real violation of the law. The 
counsel conténded that there had not. Dis- 
covering that it was impossible to deposit 
funds with the Assistant Treasurer, and 
out of those deposits to pay the current 
expenses of the office, McArthur advised the 
Department of the situation and was in- 
structed to make daily deposits of the pro- 
ceeds of his office with the Assistant Treas- 
urer, but to “ reserve a sufficientsum to meet 
current expenses.“ The offense charged 
against him was thathe did precisely what 
he was thus instructed to do. Instead of re- 
—— this sufficient sum in his pocket he 
deposited itin the Home National Bank. 
Could the jury say that the defendant “ will- 
fully“ neglected to deposit these funds with 
the Assistant Treasurer? Referring to the 
second count, Mr. Storrs claimed that the 
evidence showed a verdict for the Govern- 
ment against the bank of $24,000. In other 
words, the money was in the bank,—had been 
placed there under the instructions of Mc- 
Arthur’s superior.—so that hecould not have 
embezzled it. There was not a particle 
of evidence that this money so de- 
posited was ever used by McArthur 
for his own private purpose. The 
evidence was that it was not money-order 
funds, but reserve funds to meet current ex- 
penses, and that the transfer was effected by 
the bank without McArthur’s direction, con- 
sent, or anythi else,—a purely arbitrary 
transaction, made without even a check. 

In conclusion Mr. Storrs asked fair treat- 
ment for his client, who hadn’t received just 
that kind of treatment from the Govern- 
ment which he had served. He did what 
he supposed he had aright to do, and what 
the average man in his position would sup- 
pare he hada rightto do. Mr. Storrs said 
1e was not appealing from the statutes to 
the jury. That he could hardly do. But 
rigorous and hard as these statutes were, he 
thought there wasafair avenue for vindi- 
cation, not, perhaps, as broad as a prairie, 
but amply wide enough for Gen. McArthur 
to tread and to reach the shores of safety on 
the other side. 

Mr. Storrs reserved some further remarks 
with reference to the statutes themselves un- 
til after the recess.

conducted before and during the recess, how- 
ever, entirely changed the course of events, 
and paved the way for a general surprise. 

On the reassembling of the Court after the 
recess, Mr. Storrs arose and called Judge 
Blodgett’s attention to the fact that two 
counts in the indictment were found under 
Sec. 5,488, which reads as follows: 

Every disbursing officer of the United States 
who deposits any public money intrusted-to him 
in any place or in any manner, except as.author- 
ized by law, or converts to his own use in any 
way whatever, or loans with or without interest, 
or for any purpose not prescribed by law with- 
draws from the Treasurer or any Assistant- 


“Treasurer, or any authorized depository, or for 


any purpose not prescribed by law transfers or 
applies any portion of the public money in- 
trusted to him, is in every such act deemed 
guilty of an embezzlement of the money so de- 
posited, converted, loaned, withdrawn, trans- 
ferred, or applied, and shall be punished by im- 
prisonment with hard labor fora term not less 
than one year nor more than ten years, or by a 
fine of not more than the amount embezzled or 
less than $1,000, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 
The point I make is,” continued Mr. 
Storrs, “ that the proof in this case has not 
brought Gen. McArthur within the provis- 
ions Of the statute. The letter of June 14, 
shows clearly that from that time forward he 
was not to be regarded, and could not be 
treated, as a disbursing agent. We are now 
through with this case. The evidence is all 
in. I have examined the section, and, while 
convinced that from the evidence in the case 
that on Gen. McArthur’s part there has been 
no moral delinguency, yet I am constrained 
to say that, in my judgment there has been 
a technical violation of the other two sections 
under which the indictment was found. 

I submit to the District Attorney 
now, before proceeding further, whether he 
thinks that he ought to claim a conviction
